VENERABLE PIONEER IS 


HONORED IN DEATH 


Two days, October IS awl. 10, of this 


week, when the thermometer went 
ubovo 100, and with an entire week of 
high temperatures, set a. record for this 
season of the year. 


Not to be outdone by some of the 


highest temperatures that September 
ever hung up, the month of October 
has set, an unusual mark in heat. In 
Los Angeles Wednesday it was admit- 
ted that it was 99, but the record was 
taken at the top of the highest build- 
ing in the city, where the weather bur- 
eau man has selected his place of abode. 
If anyone is in need of keeping cool it 
is the weather man. If he should get 
sunstruck or something it might put 
the weather of the entire coastal plane 
on an uncontrollable rampage. 


Answering questions as to what caus- 


ed the heat, the weather man and oth- 
ers have evolved the state that high 
pressure areas over the Rocky moun? 
tains had driven the desert heat in 
over the coastal region, creating too 
strong a buffer of hot air to be driven 
back by ocean winds.

cient strength they bring with them 
an amount of fog that cools the coun- 
try lying between the sea and the 
mountains.

Editor of the Argus- 


It was with surprise (hat we read 


the article in your paper last week on 
the Covina-Citrus football game. 
The 


"Argus" has for many yours been n 
valley paper and we have felt that it 
stood for the truth and the best inter- 
ests of the entire valley, but evidently 
either you, or the writer of the article, 
was poorly informed regarding facts in 
the Hall case. This misinformation, no 
doubt, is responsible fur the slanderous 
remark in your pnges that "there were 
many present ;it the game who thought 
they cou\d detect a slight note of doubt 
in Citrus high's cheering. It may have 
been imagination, but it seems as if 
Citrus was feeling the weight of good 
sportmanship against thorn to offset tin.1 
weight of their big fullback." We have 
something further to say regarding the 
question of "sportsmanship''' after we 
have laid the facts in Hall's case be- 
fore yon. 


You say Hall "has licen five years 


in the high school, ami has played every 
year, four years at Citrus and one yeai 
at Long Beach. 
He is not. taking a 


post-graduate course, but is finishing his 
high school course in live years instead 
of four." 
As a matter of fact, Hall 


had actually been in school when Citrus 
opened this September, 3 years and (1 
weeks and counting the four weeks of 
school before the Covina-Citrus game 
Hall had actually been in school the 
day of the Covina game 3 years and 10 
weeks. Hall has never failed in a sub- 
ject in high school and at the time oil 
the Covina game was IS years and 5 
months of age. 


James Hall entered Citrus union high 


school from Glendora grammar school in 
September of 1917. After six weeks of 
high school his father found that he 
needed the boy's help on the ranch and 
consequently Hall dropped out of school 
for the remainder of the year. During 
the six weeks that he was in school lie 
played in three league games. 
.In Sep- 


li'iiilxM 
1. 191S1. Hall reentered Citrus and 


was held out nt' all spurts until Febru- 
ary in accordance w i t h leafjur rules. As 
ir happened this was the year of the 
iiifluen/a epidemir and 
two 
league 


feline.- nf 
football carried over into 


Feliruaiy. 
Hall was eligible for those 


two games and at that t i m e there was 
nn rule against live seasons nf a sport 
and i M i t i s e i ' j U c ' M t l y Hall played these two 


games. In 1919 ho returned to Citrus 
and played the season of football. 
In 


lS'i2D he W.RS in Long Beach High school 
and played 5 games. This September 
Hall began playing at Citrus again and 
had played one game before the Covina 
game. 
Any Covina or Citrus senioi' 


who entered school in September. 1918, 
and who began playing football as a 
freshman could have played 2'i league 
football games up to the time of the. 
Covina-Citrus game. Hall in that same 
time plus the 3 games that he played 
in 1917 has played only 
18 
league 


games. 


The rule regarding five seasons of a 


sport was made last August. 
It was 


made to catch the tramp athlete who 
shifts from school to school in order to 
play his favorite sport. 
To make tho 


rule retroactive and attempt to catch a 
boy like Hall who has attended school 
regularly and not tried to "be.vt the 
game" is manifestly unfair. 
This, it. 


seemed to us, must have been the view 
of the central league when they voted 
:vt their first meeting this September to 
o. k. Hull for the football season. To 
throw Hall out of football would be to 
make him the victim of the "flu year" 
and to catch him on a. technicality sim- 
ply because he is a good man and 
stands in the way of his rivals winning. 
We hope the same sense of fairness 
actuates the schools of the central leu- 
guo now that prompted their action in 
September. 
If, however, they feel that 


the case should be taken over the head 
of the central league to the California 
interscholastic federation. Citrus will be 
glad to take up the case herself and 
abide by the decision. 


In closing we wish briefly to reply 


to your insinuation regarding Citrus and 
the community's idea of sportsmanship. 
We have always tried to live up to the 
fine principals of good sportsmanship 
and to be good losers as well as good 
winners. 
We ask you to read the ar- 


ticles that appeared in our local papers 
last week regarding the Covina-Citrns 
•fame: also (lie articles of last spring 
when Covina won in baseball over Cit- 
rus. 
We should also like to remind you 


that Citrus boys i;\ that sumo baseball 
game were good sports enough to ac- 
commodate Covina high and Covina's 
business men by shifting the league 
game from our grounds to Covina's in 
order that you might have a game on 
your home grounds on Covina day. Our 
boys did this in the face of the fact that 
they hud just lust the pitcher of their 
team in a protest entered by Covina, 
We predicted that you would give our 
team a. drubbing. 
You did and ye. 


shook hands and came home w i t i i o t i t 
kicking about our defeat. 


We certainly deplore the spirit that 


seems to exist in our athletic relation- 
ships. It is not in accordance with. th<j 
high principals of American sportsman- 
ship and certainly is not a credit to 
either community. We assure you that 
we are willing to meet you any time, 
on n fifty-fifty basis of clean American 
sportsmanship.

Either the chairs or the 


lumps may be loained instead of given, 
but the school will be glnd of the gifts. 
Citizens are asked to please call Miss 
McCnlley. the. secretary at

school and leave word where chairs and 
lumps may be picked up by tiie high 
school truck.

encroachment upon the territory belong- 
ing to other towns is not. only unethical, 
but it is also a very short-sighted policy. 
Already there are rumblings of disap- 
proval from the people in the area af- 
fected, and we do not see how Covina, 
surrounded as she is by growing, pro- 
gressive towns, can afford to court their 
ill will. Covina is entitled to half tho 
trade territory separating her 
from 


Baldwin Park, Puente and other sur- 
rounding towns, but no more. Wo would 
resent any effort, to circulate a. free, 
throw-around sheet in her territory, by 
any ambitious editor from a competing 
town. It would neither be fair, just, 
neighborly or ethicnl.

There were 125 men who listened ab- 


sorbed to the story told by Dr. Georgd 
P. Taubraan of Long Beach Tuesday 
night of this week in the Woman's 
clubhouse, when he drew a word pic- 
ture of the influx of people in South- 
ern California, emphasizing the ncces* 
sity for all communities to be prepared 
to take care of them, and to build 
greater communities out of the new 
blood of the east. 


Dr. Taubman is the leader of the 


largest bible class in the world, the 
one that meets each week in the great 
auditorium in Long Bach, having an 
enrollment of 2,800 men, and an atten- 
dance last Sunday of 1,814. His spec- 
ialty is the attracting of young men 
into lives of Christian helpfulness, and 
it naturally follows that he has an 
army of men behind him to throw into 
any movement for real civic better- 
ment. 
The communities that are organized 


intelligently will be the ones to reap 
•the harvest from the ever-increasing 
horde of people that are pouring into 
Southern California from all over the 
world, the speaker said. "Organize for 
those that are to come," the speaker 
advised, and to do it at once. 


He spoke of the organization of the 


chamber of commerce in Long Beach, 
that now has a secretary on a salary 
of $7,000, with four assistants, 
and 


which has been instrumental in carry- 
ing forward school bond programs that 
total $1.750,000 in the past two years 
Previoxis to the new organization there 
were factions in that city, he said, and 
attempts to carry school bonds that 
were highly necessary for tho develop- 
ment of the schools met with defeat, 
because of factional opposition and be>- 
cause no organization was equipped to 
present tho proper facts to the people. 
The chamber of commerce succeeded 
in unifying the interests in the city, 
so that any factional disputes were com- 
posed for'the best interests of all the 
people. 
Dr. J. D. Heed, who is the temporary 


chairman of the executive committee 
now carrying on 
the 
reorganization 


campaign' for the Covina city mid val- 
ley chamber of commerce, presided, and 
lie introduced Rev. 
Richard Gentry, 


pastor of the Covina Christian church, 
who is engaged in men's bible class 
work in Covina. Rev. Gentry presided 
for the remainder of the evening. Ben 
H. Schouboe, who is steering the reor- 
"•anization, outlined the plans that are 
now well under way. 
Henry Damerel 


and J. X. Wilson also gave short talks 
on community work. 
As a special feature of the evening 


there was community singing, under the 
leadership of J. M. Stauton, and a quar- 
tette, composed of Messrs. Stanton, Bill 
Wilson, Dale Thompson 
and 
Homer 


Crider, rendered a number of pleasing 
selections. 
Following the meeting cigars and re- 


freshments were passed around, and the 
men discussed the plans for chamber 
reorganization.
